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PREFACE 


For some years now the Panjab University Library has made 
systematic efforts to collect Manuscripts connected with the various 
Oriental Languages studied in the University. In the “ Arabic Section ” 
(including not only Arabic but Persian, Turkish and Urdu Manuscripts) 
the number has risen, in about 28 years, from 179 Manuscripts (which 
were originally transferred to the University Library from the Oriental 
College Library!) to 2471 Manuscripts, excluding 114 rotographs and 40 
Firmdns, etc. The collection of Manuscripts, as it stands at present, is 
divided as follows, according to the languages in which they are written ——

The University collection is richest in Persian poetry (443 Manu- 
scripts). It has also a good collection of theological (Arabic 268, Persian 
228), scientific (Arabic 167, Persian 55) and historical (including bio- 
graphical) works (Arabic 37, Persian 302). 


1, Accessioning was started in the University Library on 31-7-20, with 568 
Manuscripts, 389 belonged tothe Azad Collection and 179 to the old Oriental 
College fieeage Some of these were acquired for the Library by my 
predecessor Dr. ‘Azim-ud-Din Ahmad. 


2. Out of these, 359 were acquired on 15-327 from Mr. lvanow, who had col- 
lected theme Lucknow and othee places, 316 from M. Najm-ud-Din, 
formerly Head Maulavi of the Oriental College, Lahore, who had collected 
them mostly in Sindh, and 54 from the late R.S, Wazir Chand of Jhang. 
Another big lot comprising 205 Manuscripts was purchased in 1928 from 
the sons of the late Pirzada Mohammad Husain of Maham (Rohtak District). 
This Collection had been made by the Pirzéda mainly in the Punjab, 
Kashmir and Delhi. It was accidentally discovered by the present writer, 
during a visit to Maham, and examined and taken over immediately. It now 
forms a very valuable part of the Arabic Section.

As the Panjab University Library is using the Dewey Decimal 
Classification system, a card catalogue of the Manuscripts has been long 
in existence. But for the benefit of such persons who cannot use the card 
catalogue, a printed catalogue of the Manuscripts has been deemed desir- 
able and a beginning has been made with cataloguing the Historical Manu- 
scripts in Persian. Dr. Syed Mohammad ‘Abdullah, M.A.,. D.Litt., for- 
merly Arabic Assistant in the Section, and now University Lecturer in 
Urdu, has compiled this Descriptive Catalogue under my general direction.
